Dear Parents: 
We need your help! 


Opening a new school poses many difficult problems. Crenshaw High School has been 
faced with more than the normal amount. These problems include inadequate and in- 
complete facilities, larger than normal enrollment, lack of proper communication 
systems (public address assembly areas), and the inability to maintain proper school 
security. 


Yet despite these problems the staff has worked long hours and with all their skill 
to provide the best possible educational program. This is not enough. We need 
your help, and we need it now. Your new school and your children are being vic- 
timized by off-campus adults and other loiterers. These "visitors" are doing three 
things: 


1. They are selling and supplying pills to your children 

2. They are providing transportation and escorts for truancy 

3. They are loitering or entering the school grounds to promote unrest 
and misbehavior. 


The school needs your efforts to help us stop these problems now. During the past 
two months we have asked for help through the Parent Education meetings which have 
been held at Crenshaw; we have asked for help through the PIA groups and other 
parent groups that are now forming. 


We are now appealing to you directly through this letter. We need parents who can 
give support to their children, the teachers, and the school in the following ways: 


Ll. By providing volunteer supervision of the campus during the school 
day, particularly during the nutrition and lunch periods and at 
dismissal time 

2. By assisting in the attendance and health offices (we are short of 
clerical help, and we have a nurse only two days a week) 

3. By joining with other interested parents in our PTA efforts and the 
Parent Education series. 


The police have been most helpful, but they can give us only so much of their time. 
Our staff has given so much, but they can volunteer only so much time. Will you 
call Crenshaw at 296-5370 and volunteer some service and aid? 


We have plans to continue the Parent Education meetings on Tuesday nights. This 
week we will meet both on Tuesday and Thursday evenings to keep you informed and 
help with the PTA efforts. Won't you call and join us?
